I am often asked the question, what 
is the m atter with Indiana Roads, and 
in reply to this question I have written 
the following: 
There 
are 
approximately 
25,000 
miles of so-called improved roads in 
Indiana, at this time. 
These roads 
were improved at the expense of the 
1017 townships of the state. 
M any 
of them are not property drained, 
many were not properly surfaced with 
road materials, many were not prop­ 
erly graded, the hills cut down ami 
the hollows filled up. and dangerous 
curves removed. 
Few , if any, are 
properly and adequately maintained. 
Tlii-, in general, is what is the matter 
with the county roads of Indiana to- 
dav, 
Let us examine some of these 
defects more in detail, and see if we 
are getting full value fo r the money 


expended.

These road- were constructed to 
the sole expense of the 1017 town­ 
ships of the slate. 
This may have 
been fa ir at one time, when few used 
the roads other than the people of 
the townships, but today the main 
roads are not only used by these peo­ 
ple, but are used by people of other 
townships, counties, and even state3, 
every day.

Washington, Aug. 9 .—As the result 
of an explooion of a magazine which 
destroyed 
the 
presidential 
palace. 
President Leconte of Hayti was killed. 
United States Minister Furniss cabled 
the fact of the death of President Le­ 
conte to the state department and 
urged that a warship he sent to Port 
Au Prince immediately. 
In response 
to his request the gunboat Nashville, 
which has been held at Guantanamo, 
Cuba, in view of the disturbances of 
the Haytien-Dominican border, was at 
once ordered to the Haytien capital. 
Minister Furuiss gav e no details and 
did no t sta*e whether the ex plo sio n 
was believ ed to be the result o f a plo t 
against the life o f President Leco nte 
o r an accident. The Hay tien congress 
was to meet at once to cho o se a new 
president. 
In view' o f what amounts to a state 
o f war ex isting between the Domini­ 
can republic and Hayti in the vicinity 
o f their northern border, it is ex pect­ 
ed that the death of President I^econte 
may have serious consequences and 
precipitate 
a 
general 
disturbance 
through Hayti. 
Only prompt action, 
it is believed, will avert an attempt to 
seize the presidency upon the part of 
one or more aspirants. 
Dispatches regarding the situation 
on the border between the two coun­ 
tries indicate that the United States 
may be compelled to land an armed 
force in that vicinity in order to pro­ 
tect the Dominican customs houses. 
Dominican 
revolutionists 
have suc­ 
cessfully attacked the border tow n of j 
Dajabon tw ice in the last few days 
and driven government troops out of 
it. 
This town Is a port of entry and 
the customs house is in charge of an 
American collector. 
Should an attempt be made by the 1

MINERS ENTO MBED 


Horrible Dis a s te r Ov e rta k e s Pitme n in 


Ge rma n Collie ry . 
Bochum. Gtrmrny, Aug. '.).—A min­ 
ing disaster which imperilled the lives 
of 650 pitmen, occurred in the Lor­ 
raine pit in the vicinity of the village 
of Gerthe. Many of the men were re^ 
cued,* but it is now known that 103 
persons wrere killed and it is feared 
that the number will grow large*’. 
Twenty-five who were seriously in­ 
jured and sixty-five who were slightly 
hurt were rescued. 
The rescue parties were unable to 
enter the gallery in which the fire­ 
damp ex plosion occurred, where it is 
believed from fifty to one hudred men 
are still entombed and have almost 
certainly perished. 
The day shift of 650 men had just 
descended into the workings and were 
distributing themselves along the va­ 
rious levels when the firedamp explo­ 
sion occurred. 
The detonation was heard at the 
surface and the officials on duty Imme­ 
diately formed rescue parties of the 
men belonging to the night shift, who 
rushed back to the pit mouth together 
with the villagers.

Whatever may be thought of the morality of this method ol financing 


the needs of our railroads and manufacturing enterprises, the reason for 


the growth of underwriting syndicates is plain. 
I hey represent the reser­ 


voirs of ready capital. 
To them flow thousands of streams, big and little, 


of money seeking safe investment. 
To them come the managers of busi­ 


ness requiring millions, and the managers come to them because it is t he 


quickest, easiest, and (sometimes) cheapest place to get money. 
For in­ 


stance: 
New York’s transit needs are pressing and great. 
Two extensive new 


systems of subways have been planned. 
Their construction and equipment 


will cost nearly $400,000/100. 
After long discussion the city officials de­ 


cided that this sum should not be* raised by the city itself, and so private 


bankers were asked to raise the money. 
The house of J . I*. Morgan & 


Co. made an off**r to finance one system calling for the expenditure within 


a few years of $170,000,000. 
Bonds running for fifty years and bearing in­ 


terest at the rate of 5 per cent, are to be issued. 
J . 1\ Morgan & ( o. arc* 


to pay the city $050 for each $1,000 bond. 
Because the loan would be too heavy for one house to carry, J , P. Mor­ 


gan & <‘o. have asked other bankers to take a large part of the bonds for 


$900 each. 
A syndicate, agreeing to hold together for five years, will be 


formed, and its members will sell to investors the amount of bonds allotted 


to each as they are issued. 
Probably the price» received will represent a 


good profit for each. 
In no other way, «ay the banker», conhl a project needing ro much 


money get it promptly and on auch good terms. 
In no other way, they 


say, rah the millions belonging to widely scattered investors find invest­ 
ment.
